He was .also selected, as one of the FDP alternate 
members of the Foreign Affairs Coiomittee', thereby emerging ae one of 
the new foreign policy spokesmen for the party. .. 

Zoglmann and FDP l)eputy Wolfgang DOring are thinking about 
making a trip to the United States in May. Zoglmann wants to include 
California and Arizona in his itinerary; he has expressed particular 
interest in the political activity and prospects of Senator Goldwater. 
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Zoglmann is going to join Bundestag President Gerstonmaier in 
Tanganyika around February 12. Zoglmann has been on several hunting 
expeditions- ;in Africa, and has traveled extensively over the Eastern 
half of the-joontinent. He was on a hunting trip with Hemingway’s son 
at the timoihe received word of his father’s death.

As FDP whip, he is a member of the so-called 
Coalition Committee of. the Bundestag., By his own socount, the main part 
of the work has been devolving upon him and his CDU opposite, Will Raisner. 
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
